Union Miner Slain in Battle 


Between Troops and Strik- 


ers in Colorado. 


200 SOLDIERS AND 65 


MLNERS WERE ENGAGED 


Poor Slavkmanship on Both Sides- 


Proprietor of Victor Record 


Says He Will Establish, 


a New Plant. 


• VICTOR, Colo,, June 0.—A squad oi 
mounted infiuitry men left today in pur- 
suit of fifty-live union miners said to be 
encamped in the Bcuver Creek region, 
cast of this city. The troops have or- 
ders to shoot the men when found, if 
they resist arrest. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Col., June 0.—Af- 


ter a night of intense- excitement due lo 
the battle between-troops and strikers 
at Dunnville. a small skirmish on Big 
Bull Hill and the wrecking of the Vic- 
tor Record office; matters have quieted 
down in this military district and it is 
generally believed the worst is now over. 


A question may arise over the Dun- 


ville battle between authorities, as it 
•\viis fought in Fremont county, and Ooliu 
C'arley who was killed, was brought to 
Teller. Dunnville is located 
fourteen 


miles south of Victor, a short distance 
beyond the border 
of Toller county, 


which alone, had been decided by the 
governor to b-? in a state of insurrec- 
tion and rebellion. Adjutant 
General 


Sherman M. Bell's right to send troops 
out of the territory which is under mar- 
tial law is disputed, but ho claims au- 
thority to do this under a paragraph 
mule/ the orders calling out 
troops, 


which reads as 
follows: "It having 


been made to appear to me by the sher-i 
iff of Teller county and by other officers 
o£ sf.id county, and citizens of said coun- 
ty- -that there is within the- county of 
Teller 
and adjacent thereto a 
large 


number of persons 
working together 


nml thcratening to join forces in said 
Teller county, for the purpose of resist- 
ing the state of Colorado," etc. 


2,000 SHOTS FIRED; ONE SLAIN. 
It is considered remarkable thnt only 


one man was killed in the Uunnville bat- 
tle. The contesting forces were about 
two hundred soldier* mid deputies un- 
der personal command of Gen. Bell and 
sixty-live miners who were secreted be- 
hind rocks and trees in the hills sur- 
rounding the new mining camp. The at- 
tacking party left its train and walked 
through a narrow canyon into the open 
gulch where the town of Dunnville is lo- 
cated and was subjected to a hail of bul- 
lets from the rocks high above. 


WERE POOR SHOTS. 


Probably two thousand shots were fir- 


ed by both sides, yet only one man was 
hit s"o far as known. John Carh>y was 
in the timber and was slain by a. bullet 
from the Kriig-Jorgoiisun rifle of a man 
in the firing squad of Sergeant Baldwin. 
The dirt and rocks around the feet of 
the 
invaders'and the newspaper men 


who accompanied them were spitted up 
as though a heavy hail storm was in 
progress, but not u man was touched. 


BELL SHOWS BRAVERY. 


Bullets struck nbout General Bell ana 


literally sprinkled his boots with earth 
and broken rock, but he wtis cool ni:d 
gave 
orders 
deliberately. 
He 
even 


thought to turn to a newspaper man 
who was standing a few feet away and 
shouted: "Cover up that white vest 
and take olT that pamxma." They were 
excellent targets. After 
several min- 


utes' of hot work desultory firing was 
kept up for an hour. About 
twenty 


men were captured and fourteen of these 
who are members of miners' unions were 
brought, to camp anil imprisoned, 
the 


others being released. 


Gen. Bell will not cull for more troops, 


believing that the two companies now 
on duty, assisted by the sheriff'* depu- 
ties, cun cope with the small pax-ties of 
miners scattered among the mountains. 


To queries ou this point General Bell 


answers: "See how those men fought 
without cover and death singing about 
their ears." 


General Bell was informed that men 


wanted for participation in the rioting 
at A'ictor wore tit Dunnville, and he 


• made the raid fov the purpose of captur- 


ing them. 


In the party that went to Dunnville 


was Charles M. MacNeill of the United 
States, Reduction and Refining company, 
whose refusal to grant its mill men an 
eight hour day caused the Cripple Creek 
miners' strike, MacNeill was 
armed 


with a magazine revolver which he fired 
frequently, but apparently without hit- 
ting anybody. 


MAN HUNT ENDS IN CAPTURE. 
Cue of tUe wild chases in the general 


man hunt that the military is conduct- 
ing ended in the capiure of C. C. Fried- 
loy at the Thompson ranch. The three 
Friertlcy brothers, 
miners, had .gone 


southward and as one of them was sus- 
pected of having fired the shot that kill- 
ed Koxic McGco in the riot Monday, the 
military gave chase. C. C. Friedley at 
first refused to talk, but the soldiers 
placed a rope about his neck and he 
1,heu told which way his brothers and 
another man had gone. Marshal H. A. 
Naylor then continued the pursuit to 
Canon City. C. C. Friedley was brought 
to Victor and placed in the bull pen, 


Chris. Miller, a union . leader and 


member of the Gohlfield city council has 
been captured at Canon City and will be 
brought back to .the camp. He is charg- 
ed with having, done some shooting in 
the Victor riot. 


The military commissioners appointed 


by Gcu. Belt continued today to investi- 
gate the records of. the prisoners. The 
members of the commission are: May- 
or F. D. French of Victor, Nelson Frank- 
lin, J. B. Cunningham, F. M. Reardon, 
Judge H. McGarry, D. E. Copeland and 
T. J. DalUflell. The understanding is 
that this work will result in the separ- 
ation of the prisoners into two classes, 
those to be held ou criminal charges and 
those to be deported. 


WILL REBUILD PLANT. 


George R. Ryner, proprietor of the 


Victor Record, whose offices 
and 
ma- 


chinery were wrecked last night, by a 
mob, suid today that he will establish a 
new plant as souu as possible and re- 
sume publication of his newspaper.' He 
estimates his Ions 
at 153,000. Though 


the Record has been the official organ of 
the miners' union since the strike began 
last August, it has vigorously denounc- 
eil the assassinations which' -took place 
at 
Independence on Monday and has 


been outspoken in support of law, order 
and justice. 


A grim reminder of the Independence 


tragedy was furnished at Victor today 
by joint funeral services over the re- 
mains of five of the victims. 


Marshal Naylor and his squad captur- 


ed George Friedley today near Canon 
City and returned with him to Victor. 
:Io is charged with having killed Hoxie 
McGee in'Victor Monday and with hav- 
ng attempted to shoot C. • C. Hamlin, 
secretary of the Mine Owners' associa- 
tion when he was, addressing the mass 
meeting in Victor Monday. •

JAPANESE FLEET KEEPS

ST. PETERSBURG, June 9.—Special 


dispatches from Liao Yang report Chi- 
icse as bringing news that the Japanese 
on June 2 attacked Port Arthur by land 
jnd sea but were repulsed with a loss of 
3,500 men and four vessels which, judg- 
ng from the description given of them, 
were torpedo boats. 


Other dispatches give rumors of a na-; 


val battle between two fleets. 


LIAO YANG, June' G.—Six warships,; 


neluding one battleship :participated in' 
;he bombardment of the. const 
of the. 


Liao Tung peninsula near.'Kai 
Chou. 


After appearing off Gaivn-Tsia-Tung: and 
Tsan-Tsia-Tum they, opened fire as. they 
approached the latter,place, shelling the 
coast line between Hud-Sia-Tung and 
Baiosi-Chay, At 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon they" shelled Russian scouts near 
Sinnbantszy and were joined at 5 o'clock 
ay eleven other warships, two large and 
nine small. It is possible that the de- 
monstration was made with the view of 
landing- troops, 


TOKIO, June 0.—11 a, m.—Official re- 


ports show that the first section of Tal- 
itn Wan Bay has been completely clear- 
ed qf mines. Sixty-two have been found 
and exploded by the force under Ad- 
miral Kataoka. Two Russian ships w"ere 
found under water about 1,200 yards 
west of Sun Shan island, one of which 
is believed to be the cruiser Boyorin. 
Other sunken vessels have 
also 
been 


found southwest of the sariie island. 


ST. PETERSBURG. June 8.—5:20 p. 


m.—All the reports coming from unoffic- 
ial sources nt the scat of war mention 
the persistence of rumors of fighting on 
the Kw.in Tung peninsula antl the war 
office does not 
question the probable 


truth of these reports, as it is known the 
Russians are doing all possible to impede 
the enemy's advance to' positions before 
the walls of the fortress. At the same, 
time they insist thnt no assault has yet 
been made on the fortress proper, al- 
though the war office advices are to the 
effect that the Japanese plans contem- 
plated nn attack tomorrow. It is con- 
sidered likely that this fighting may 
have been of a quite serious character. 


CHE FOO, June 0.— (noon)—Chinese 


arriving from Tort Arthur say the en- 
trance to that harbor is still blocked 
and large vessels are unable to poss in ar 
out. 
Gun boats and torpedo boats can 


onlv efi'ect a passage at high tide. The 
Russians have several fortified positions 
within their line of defense seven miles 
out and under the forts at Port Arthur. 
The Japanese fleet is bombarding Port 
Arthur daily from a considerable dis- 
tance off shore, fearing to 'attempt a 
closer range of fire on account of danger 
from Russian mines. 


The Chinese when leaving the 
town 


had great difficulty in securing provis- 
ions and several junks which left recent- 
ly without any food on board, were sup- 
plied by the Japanese 
cruisers 
which 


stopped them. 


The Russian .-officials havo notified the 


Chinese that officers who have treated 
people of their nationality cruelly have 
been punished. 


Both fides arc doi,n<* their utmost to 


earn the good will of the Chinese. 


A junk from Talcu Shr.n reports that 


the Russian officers who ordered the de- 
struction of Chinese wagons, etc., before 
the town was evacuated, have been pun- 
ished. 


ONLY FIVE, ARE FIT. 


9:30 p. m.—A Chinese formerly em- 


ployed in the machine shops at Port Ar- 
thur who arrived here today, says that 
only five of the nine largest Russian 
ships at Port Arthur arc capable of go- 
ing lo sea and that steam is kept up on 
but three of the five sound vessels. All 
the guns from the damaged ships have 
been"removed to the forts and the sai- 
lors from these ships have gone to .the 
front with the troops. 


CALL CHINESE LIARS. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 9.—2:03 p. 


m.—i]ie war office is. in possession of in- 
formation which tjie officials say war- 
rants a contradiction of the reports 
brought by a Chinese fugitive to Che 
Foo of a four 'day's land and sea attack 
on Port Arthur and of extensive dam- 
age to .the forts. An official 
dispatch 


from Rear Admiral Fnttnsoft dated June 
7, reports that the enemy has been bom- 
barding Port 
Arthur 
intermittently 


from the sea but does not mention ser- 
ious operations from the land side. The 
"cneral staff .seems certain that the en- 
emy's siege guns have not yet 
been 


brought up. 


Discussing the Chinese reports brought 


to Che Foo a member of the general 
staff said: 


"We have had our 
own'-, experience 


with the 
unreliability of Chinese re- 


ports. The idea of "the 
expulsion 
of^ 


mines by a thunderstorm is absurd and 
the Chinese statement that the whole 
garrison has gone to the front is wide 
nonsense, betraying! the deepest ignor- 
ance of the conditions governing the 
safeguarding of a fortress. 


• "If it comes to the".worst, the Port Ar- 
thur squadron will go out and give bat- 
tle. 


"At the.admiralty, the reported action 


of the Japanese warships in shelling the 
coast near Ivni Chou will be interrupted, 
if confirmed, as a demonstration to dis- 
courage the sending of a strong force 
south against General Oku's rear. 


WAR PLANS KEPT SECRET. 


The mystification 
concerning 
the 


strength of the force sent south contin- 
ues. The war office, which seemingly is 
not fully advised in regard to General 
Kurop.itkin's plans, says the commander 
in chief's ability to detach an adequate 
force will depend upon the number of 
troops at General Kuroki's disposal, con- 
cerning which apparently there is no ac- 
curate informntion here, although the j 
belief is that the Japanese commander 
has about forty-eight battalions at Feng 
Wang Chcr.g and thirty-six in the vi- 
cinity of Taku Shan.. 
\ The latest intelligence received at the 
war office is to the effect that the Ja- 
panese have abandoned their advance 
hortlrof Feng Wang'':Cheng and west of 
Siu Yen. The Russians arc holding Siii 
.Yen and Saimatsza. " While declining to 
furnish specific information on. the sub-' 
jcct it seems certain that the Russians 
'arc'now in wireless communication with 
Port Arthur. By no other way could the 
receipt of Admiral Wittsocft's dispatch 
of June 7, reporting the intermittant 
bombardment of Port Arthur from the 
sea., be accounted f orV 


While the above represents the official 


view regarding the reports and the na- 
ture of the fighting around Port Arthur, 
this city is full of all kinds of wild stor- 
ies and the public is inclined to credit 
the itlca that the enemy'has already be- 
gun serious work against the fortress.

Z. Leiter of Chicago died of heart fail- 
ure early today, at the Vanderbilt cot- 
tage here, which the Leiter's had taken 
for the season. Jlr. Lcitcr had not been 
well for a long time, but up to yester- 
day lie was able to take his usual drive. 
A weakness of .the heart developed short- 
ly after midnight and death occurred at 
3:40-a. m. Mrs. Leiter and two daugh- 
ters were by the bedside at the last. 


Mr. Leiter was 70 years of age. He 


-was the father of Lady Curzon of Ked- 
leston. •wife of the viceroy and governor 
•general of India; of Miss Daisy Leiter, 
whose beauty has been the subject of 
-note in English court circles, and of Jo- 
seph Wl Leiter, speculator and investor. 


'• As soon'as it appeared that Mr, Leiter 
was seriously ill, messages were sent to 
the son, and today other members of the 
family were notified of the death. 
It 


was stated today at the Leiter cottage 
that pending the arrival of'Joseph Lei-, 
ter, the time of the funeral would not 
bo settled. It had been decided that the 
service would be held in 
Washington, 


D. 0. 


The Loiters fire well known here. They 


have been among the summer residents 
for a number of years. 


The drive taken yesterday by Mr. Lei- 


ter..covered a distance of about twelve 
roilcii. Mrs. Leiter accompanied him and 
remarked on his good spirits. ITo spent 
tlic evening walking about the estate. 
The attack which seized him during the 
night was similar to others which l:e had 
experienced and for which he kept rem- 
edies prescribed by his physician con- 
stantly on hand. Mrs. Leiter 
did not 


consider the trouble serious and adminis- 
tered the usual medicine, but when the 
remedy failed to have the desired effect, 
the daughters were summoned and a doc- 
tor.was sent for. Meanwhile repeated 
doses of the restorative brought no re- 
sponse on the part of the patient and 
before the doctor arrived, Mr. Leiter 
wss dead.

CHICAGO, June 0 —Levi ?„ Leiter w'us 


one of the most prominent of the pio- 
neer' 'merchants of' 'Chicago. He was 
born at Leitersburg, Washington Co.; 
Md.. in 1S34 and was educated there. He 
then clerked in a country general store- 
until 1S")4. He was employed in a store 
at Springfield, 0., in ]S'iO-3. He began 
his career in this city in 1355 as an em- 
ploye of the dry goods firm of Cooley, 
Wadsworth & Co., Inter becoming a part- 
ner in the firm. 


In IBGfi Loiter and Marshall Field 


bought the controlling interest in the 
drr goods business of Potter Palmer, the 
firm becoming one of the most prominent 
in the west. 
Leiter retired from the 


drv goods business in 38S1, since which 
time ho 1ms devoted much of his atten- 
tion to the improvement and manage- 
ment of his extensive business proper- 
tics and corporation interests.

U. S. SENATOR 


Agreement 
Reached 
t o 


Have Attorney General 


Succeed Quay From 


Pennsylvania. 


Opinions Differ as to the Ad- 


visability of Making the 


Several Changes. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 9.—Announce- 


ment was made by the Republican lead- 
ers this'afternoon that Attorney General 
Philander C. Knox had been agreed upon 
as the successor to United States Sen- 
ator M. S. Quay. 


1 
Attorney General Knox joined Henry 


C. Frick here today, and consulted the 
Republican leaders regarding the propo- 
sition to make him Mr. Quay's successor 
in the United States senate. This after- 
noon, Mr. Knox and Mr. Frick went to 
Washington. 
It is understood they go 


to consult President Roosevelt as to the 
advisability of Mr. Knox resigning the 
attorney generalship to become senator. 


Should the president 
advise against 


such a course, the belief prevails here 
that Mr. Knox will retain his cabinet 
portfolio and that another Pittsburg 
man, probably Francis L. Robbins, will 
be the^choice of the leaders. 


Former Attorney General Elkin, Wil- 


liam Flinn and Leader Bigelow of Pitts- 
burg, were told of the agreement which 
had been reached by the Republican lea- 
ders, and appeared to bo satisfied. .El- 
kin and Bigelow were told that Governor 
Pcnnypacker was willing to appoint any 
man who was selected by the Republi- 
can leaders. 


Senator Penrosc. stated that no defi- 


nite announcement would be made for a 
day or so. 


At 2:30 this afternoon Senator 
Pen- 


rose and Insurance Commissioner Dur- 
ham, who have been the leaders in the 
senatorial conferences, both stated .posi- 
tively that, neither . Attorney . General 
Knox ngr H. C. Krick had gone to Wash- 
ington. Mr. Durham said: 


; "The whole sensational matter 
was 


settled this morning and an announce- 
ment could.;hfive been made at that time, 
"but in deference to the Allegheny county 
delegation the announcement wns 'post- 
poned until 4 o'clock rtliis. afternoon, 
when another meeting will be held." 


When asked if the selection of Mr. 


Knox as United States senator would be 
satisfactory to Mr. Flynn, Mr. Durham 
said: "The selection is as satisfactory 
to Mr. Flynn as though he was going to 
be the next senator himself." Mr. Dur- 
ham did not say whether the selection 
wns satisfactory 
to Former 
Attorney 


General Elkin, merely giving the evas- 
ive reply: "Jlr. Elkin is a good friend 
of mine." 


It is understood that Mr. Knox is at 


his summer home near Valli>y Forge. Ev- 
erything points to the selection of the 
attorney general as the successor of Sen- 
ator Quay.

The 
posting was done under the direction of 
Adjutant General Bell. Conditions in 
the camp are quiet, according to all ac- 
counts.

Whereas it is represented to me by

ter a night of terror, comparative peace

that the trouble is yet ended. Fifteen 
deaths have resulted from the dynamite 
outrage at Independence, several of tho 
injured nro in a critical condition and 
two men killed and eight wounded in 
the subsequent rioting in Victor. Fol- 
lowing is a list of the casualties in the 
rioting: Killed, Roxie McGee, John Da- 
vis.

A thoroughly organized vigilance com- 


mittee, composed of mine owners and 
their 
employes and sympathizers

taken charge of the government of Tel- 
ler county and large squads of armed 
men are patrolling the district. These 
men are ostensibly acting under orders 
of Edward Bell, the new. sheriff, who is 
a large property .owner and an outspok- 
en opponent of the miners' union.

The sentiment of the mine owners, 


voiced by C. C. Hamlin, secretary of the

"purge tho district," started the rioting 
at the mass meeting in Victor called to 
discuss thu dynamite outrage at Inde- 
pendence. "It's up to you to drive these 
scoundrels out," Hnmlin had declared, 
whereupon Alfred Miller, a union man, 
who hud been sworn as deputy sheriff, 
raised his rifle and inquired: "Who are 
you referring to?" Miller's rifle 
was 


seized and the shooting began which re- 
sulted in the killing of Roxie McGee, a 
non-union miner, and the wounding of 


MIX other persons, one of whom, John 
Davis, also a non-union miner, died a 
few hours later. The lirst shot was fir- 
ed by some one in the crowd. This was 
followed immediately by two rifle shots 
from windows of Miners' Union hall. A 
man standing in the door of-the union 
store, it is saidralso fired into the crowd 
with a repealing 'shot gun. 


THREE UNION MEN WOUNDED. 
Sheriff Bell called on the local com- 


pany of the state guard commanded by 
Captain Harry G. Moore, to assist in 
preserving order and in arresting the 
men in the union hall. Soldiers were 
stationed on the root of the building 
opposite the hall and from this point of 
vantage fired into the door nnd windows 
of the hall. A scattering fire was kept 
up by both sides for twenty minutes at 
the- end of which the miners surrender- 
ed. Only three wounded men, Calder- 
wood, Parker and McKelvel, were found 
in the hall and there were no casualties 
in the attacking party. The uninjured 
men in the hall, forty in number, were 
nil placed under arrest and all books 
and documents of the union were seized, 


MOB SACKS-UNION STORES. 


During the night further arrests were 


made in Victor, gold field and Independ- 
ence. The union stores in Victor and 
the gold fields were wrecked and the 
stocks scattered in tho streets by a 
mob.

strikes us tho briber desired, that occas- 
ioned so much scandal in New York aud 
othor cities, and that brought about the 
downfall of Sam Parks. It would eeem 
from the reading of the provisions of the 
Massachusetts hav that it is desired to 
if possible do away with any bribing by 
employers of employes, or of tmployes 
for considerations that take a percent 
from their employers business.

OUR NATIONAL TRADE. 


The exhibit of national trade for ten 


months to April 31st is most enconrng: 
ing. 
It is true there hns been a decline 


in"imporls of luxuries and crude mater- 
ials but the greatest losses have been 
in furs, tobacco and jewelry. Iron, steel 
and copper export manufactured pro- 
ducts though less in April than some of 
the heavier months lost fall, show n gain 
over April a year ago, nnd for the ten 
months period a gain. The showing for 
manufactured 
articles is $370,785,839 


as compared with but $330,020,1-20 for 
the ten months of 1903. Tho exports of 
agriculture ior the ten months ending 
April 30th have been $770,572,338 and as 
against the previous ten 'months of 
.$771,710,907.' The total exports for tho 
ten months are given at $1,256,948,772 
and the total imports at $829,004,425. 
The exports for the ton months of the 
previous fiscal year were $1,200,803,820. 
and the imports $804,500,304. 


These figures show that the balance of. 


our trade in our favor for . tho ten. 
months of the prc.ient fiscal year have 
boon S427,044,34" as against that of 
$336,278,902 for the same period for the 
previous fiscal year and $414,557,302 for 
same period in 1902. The showing for the 
entire year will not be less than S500,- 
000.000 and will compare very favorably 
with any showing made under the pres- 
ent Dinglcy tariff.

IIEFORM IN LEGAL PROCEDURE.

PROTECTING AMERICANS ABROAD.' 


Americans in these days are refreshed' 


•when they read of American war vessels 
ready at a -moment's notice to protect 
the interest of American citizens no mat-1 
tor what part of the world'they'are1 


in. When word was received' over the 
wires that President Roosevelt had in- 
formed the Chinese authorities that this 
country claimed the right.to send our 
war vessels to any port of theirs, and to 
further pursue thoir way on any of the 
navigable inland waters of the empire, 
every American citizen felt a thrill of 
pride. The object of'this official notifica- 
tion is not to atlniii'more power at all, 
nor to secure more influence in the inter- 
nal affairs of the Chinese empire, but to 
protect our citizens iio matter -where 
they may be, as the official wording stat- 
ed ""Wherever Americans may be and 
where by treaty wfth'China they nre au- 
thorized to engage 'in business or re- 
side for the purpose of spreading the 
gospel." 


President Roosovolt hns put in

notification taking China at its word. 
That is, wherever Americans arc admit- 
ted by virtue of treaty, -at every such 
place," their interests will bo protected 
by American force of arms, if China neg- 
lects to protect them if .attacked

threatened.

•the world.

June Conilltlond In the StaMe. 
Dairy stables can be made to sub- 


' stantlally give Juno conditions, and 
these essentials are light, warmth, air 
and succulent food. Tbat Is all a cow 
pets In June, says John Gould in Stock- 
man and Farmer. First make the sta- 
ble close, so as to exclude the common 
ingress of outside air; make tlie cell-

Quite the reverse is the case, 


milk -is- never wholesome; even "though 
it has been kept '-at .-a-temperature ;ot 
CO degrees and still remains sweet and 
^ncurdled. 
; This very considerably modifies some 
of our previous Ideas concerning milk, 
for it has been generally believed that 
so long as milk remains sweet it is in 
good condition for use-^qulte the con- 
trary iu this case, if it has been kept 
at a temperature of 50 degrees or in 
this vicinity. 


It Is not unlikely that It is this fact 


that leads to some of the cases of ice 
cream poisoning so common in sum- 
mer. 
' The cream' is 'kept at a low tempera- 
ture for several days until a. consider- 
able quantity has accumulated or a de- 
mand has come for Ice cream, and 
when made into ice cream it is filled 
with bacteria In great numbers and of 
a suspicious character.

A toothsome and nutritious article of 


food'Is made from sour skim milk or 
buttermilk by allowing tbe casein to 
coagulate by the action of acid already 
naturally formed nnd then expelling 
the water by the aid of heat. A con- 
siderable number ot products locally 
distinct and different in the degree of 
dryness of the curd are made in this 
way. 
The general process of manu- 


facture, according to the United States 
farmers' bulletin No. 106, is to-take 
sour buttermilk or skimmed milk 
which has coagulated, heat It gently 
from 85 to 125 degrees F., accord- 
ing to circumstances, and drain off 
the whey through a cloth strainer. 
Then reduce the texture of the result- 
Ing curd by kneading with the hands 
or a pestle: salt is added, and the 
product is improved by the addition 
of a small quantity of cream or butter. 
Some persons consider it an improve- 
ment to season by the use of one of tbe 
more common spices, as nutmog, cara- 
way, etc. It is largely made only for 
domestic consumption, but In most 
cities and villages, especially during 
the summer months, there Is a consid- 
erable demand for fresh cheese of this 
sort, and Its. manufacture is often a 
source of revenue to factories suitably 
located. It Is usually sold and eaten 
in a fresh state, but it may be subject- 
ed to certain processes which quite 
materially change its character and 
which vary widely In different locali- 
ties. This'straple idnd of cheese is also 
called Dutch cheese, cottage cheese and 
sracarcase.

Duion 3Iincr Slain in Battle 


Between Troops and Strik- 


ers in Colorado. 


200 SOLDIERS AND 65 


MIJNEKS WERE ENGAGED 


Poor Markmanship on Both Sides— 


Proprietor of Victor Record 


Says He Will Establish 


a New Plant. 


' VICTOR, Colo., Juno 0.—A squad of 
mounted infantry men left today in pur- 
suit of fifty-five union miners said to be 
encamped in the Beaver Creek region, 
east of this city. The troop,? have or- 
ders to shoot the men when found, if 
they resist arrest. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Co]., June 9.—Af- 


ter a night of intense excitement due to 
the battle between, troops and strikers 
at Dunnville. a small skirmish on Big 
Bull Hill and the wrecking of the Vic- 
tor Record office; matters have quieted 
down in this military district and it is 
generally believed the worst is now over. 


A question may arise over the Dun- 


ville battle between atithorities, as it 
•was fought in Fremont county, and John 
Carley who was killed, was brought to 
Teller. Dunnville is located 
fourteen 


miles south of Victor, a short distance 
beyond the bo2-dcr of Teller county, 
which alone had lieen decided by the 
governor to be in a state of insurrec- 
tion and rebellion. Adjutant 
General \ 


Sherman M. Bell's right to send troops 
out of the territory which is under mar- 
tial law is disputed, but he claims au- 
thority to do this under a paragraph 
under the orders calling 
which reads as 
follows:

'it having 


been made to appear to me by the sher- 
iff of Teller county and by other officers 
of w.id county, and citizens of said coun- 
ty- that there is within the county of 
Teller and adjacent thereto a large 
number of persons working 
together 


find thoratenim/ to join forces in said 
Teller county, for the purpose of resist- 
ing the state of Colorado," etc. 


2,000 SHOTS FIRED; ONE SLAIN. 
It is considered remarkable that only 


one man was killed in the Dunnville bat- 
tle. The contesting forces were about 
two hundred soldiers and deputies un- 
der personal command of Gen. Bell and 
sixty-five minors who were secreted be- 
hind rocks and trees in the hills sur- 
rounding the new mining camp. The at- 
tacking party left its train and walked 
through a narrow canyon into the open 
gulch where the town of Dunnville is lo- 
cated and was subjected to a hail of bul- 
lets from the rocks high above. 


WERE POOR SHOTS. 


Probably two thousand shots were fir- 


ed by both sides, yet only one man was 
hit so far as known. John Carley was 
in the timber and was slain by a bullet 
from the Krag-Jorgensen rifle of a man 
in the firing squad of Sergeant Baldwin. 
The dirt and rocks around the feet of 
the invaders 'and the newspaper men 
who accompanied them were spitted up 
as though a heavy hail storm was in 
progress, but not a man wns touched. 


BELL SHOWS BRAVERY. 


Bullets struck about General Bell and 


literally sprinkled his boots with earth 
and broken rock, but he was cool and 
gave 
orders 
deliberately. 
He 
even 


thought to turn to a newspaper man 
who was standing a few feet away and 
shouted: "Cover up that white vest 
and take oil that panama." They were 
excellent targets. After 
several min- 


utes' of hot work desultory firing was 
kept 
up for an hour. About twenty 


men were captured and fourteen of these 
who arc members of miners' unions were 
brought to camp and imprisoned, the 
others being released. 


Gen. Bell will not call for more troops, 


believing that the two companies now 
on duty, assisted by the sheriff's depu- 
ties, can cope with the small parties of 
miners scattered among the mountains. 


To queries on this point General Bell 


answers: "See how those men fought 
without cover and death singing about 
their ears." 


General Bell was informed that men 


wanted for participation in the rioting 
at Victor were at Dunnvillc, and he 
made the raid for the purpose of captur- 
ing them. 


In the party that went to Dunnville 


•was Charles M. MacXeill of the United 
States Reduction and Refining company, 
whose refusal to grant its mill jnen an 
eight hour day caused the Cripple Creek 
miners' strike. 
MacNeiU 
was armed 


with a magazine revolver which he fired 
frequently, but apparently without hit- 
ting anybody. 


MAX HUNT ENDS JN .CAPTURE. 
One of the wild chases in the general 


man hunt that the military is conduct- 
ing ended in the capture of C. C. Fried- 
ley at the Thompson ranch. The three 
Friedley brothers, 
miners, had .gone 


southward and as one of them was sus- 
pected of having fired the shot that kill- 
ed Boxie McGee in tie riot Monday, the 
military gave chase. C. C. Friedley at 
first refused to talk, but the soldiers 
plated a rope about his neck and he 
then told which way his .'"brothers and 
another roan had gone. Marshal H. A. 
Naylor then continued the pursuit to 
Canon City. C. C. Friedley was brought 
to Victor and placed in the bull pen. 


Chris. Miller, a union , leader and 


member of the Goldfield city council has 
been captured at Canon City and will be 
brought back to the camp. He is charg- 
ed with having, done some shooting in 
the A'ietor riot. 


The military commissioners appointed 


by Gen. Bell continued today to investi- 
gate the records of. the prisoners. The 
members of the commission are: May- 
or F. D. French of Victor, Nelson Frank- 


lin, 
J. B. Cunningham, F. M. Reardon, 


Judge H. McGarry, E>. E. Copeland and 
T. J. Daltzdell. The understanding is 
that this work will result in the separ- 
ation of the prisoners into two classes, 
those to be. held on criminal charges and 
those to be deported.

chinery were wrecked last night, by a

new plant as soon as possible and re- 
sume publication of his newspaper.1 He

the Record has been the official organ of 
the miners' union since the strike began 
]ast August, it has vigorously denounc- 
ed the assassinations which'took place 
at Independence on Monday and has 
been outspoken in support of law, order 
'and justice.

tragedy was furnished at Victor today 
by joint funeral services over the re- 
mains of five of the victims.

Conditions in 
the camp are quiet, according to all ac- 
counts.

onies, and are offering violence to the 
citizens and property in said county, and 
are resisting the laws of the state of 
Colorado, and

Whereas, at divers and sundry other

icious and lawless persons, and the se-

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BOLTERS FROM MK. BBYAN. ^ 


Mr. W. 3. Bryan, self charged with the 


principles and general stock in trade of 
the Democratic party as l:e sees it, has 
teid he has no time to spore upon Dcm- 
>crats who voted for Palmer and Buck- 
ler in 1896. Though this was naid more 
particularly referring to Marshall Held 
>f Chicago, the presumption ia, i! any 
Bnc can presume as to Mr Bryan, that 
!ie has ceased to make any exception re- 
farding the Democrats who had 
the 


nerve to vote against the Bryan 1896 
ticket. Here again comes in the matter 
of principles of which so much has been 
made by the Bryanites, but the sense of 
the country is that the genuine princi- 
ples of the Democratic party .-were 
thrown over in 1890 by the men who 
captured the organization and the nomi- 
nations. 


There was a time when Democrats, 


who were known as having bolted the 
nominations of 1896 and 1900, though in 
truth it was just the other way, were 
refused all recognition.

A MASStACnCSETTS LAW. 


'A law just enacted by the Massachu- 


setts legislature seems to be some\vhat 
misunderstood. It has gone forth that 
the. new law has relation to domestic

they may influence, and nothing said con- 
corning another feature with which the 
law in fact has more concern. This law 
lias for its more direct object the doing 
aw»y with tho bribery or influencing'of 
agents acting for others, ft will be re-, 
membered it wns this feature of agents 
for labor unions taking money in return 
for calling off strikes, or 
for 
calling 


strikes as the briber desired, that occas- 
ioned so uiaeli scandal in New York and 
other cities, and that brought about the 
downfall of Sam Parks. It would seem 
from the reading of the provisions of the 
Massachusetts law that it is deaired to 
if possible do away with any bribing by 
employers of employes, or of tmployes 
for considerations that take » percent 
from their employers business. 


Aa explanation of the law is as fol- 


lows: "Whoever gives, offers or prom- 
ises to an agent, employe or servant any 
gift or gratuity whatever, with intent to 
influence his action in -elation to his 
principal's or employer's business, or any 
agent, employe or serrant who receives 
or accepts a gift or gratuity or promise, 
under an agreement, or with an under- 
standing that lie shall act in uuy particu- 
lar manner in relation to hia employer's 
business, shall be punished by a fine of 
sot less than $10 nor more than $500, or 
imprisonment for not more than one 
ywir. 


The act is designed to prevent the 


payment of commissions on purchases of 
supplies, or for,;the use of the employe's 
influence, toy bribing him to secure con-

The statement of the four delegates 


at large elected by the Fuller opera 
house Republican convention addressed 
to the Wisconsin people, is without mal- 
ice, ;and endeavors to present to 'tho 
public in an impartial and convincing 
way, the reasons that impelled' the sevj' 
erance from the original or armory 
convention.

$771,716,997f The total exports for the 
ten months are given at $1,256,948,772 
and the total imports at $829,004,425. 
The exports for the ten months of the 
previous fiscal year were $1,200,363,820 
and the imports $804,590,304, 


These figures show that the balance of 


our trade in our favor for .the 
ten 


months of the present fiscal year have 
been $427,944,347 ns against that of 
$336,278,962 for the same period for the 
previous fiscal year and $414,557,302 for 
same period in 1992. The showing for the 
entire year will not be less than $6C 
000.000 and will compare very favorably 
with any showing made under the pres- 
ent Dingley tariff. 


REFORM IN LEGAL, PHOCBDVHE. 
One feature of American law has long 


attracted the attention of our 
jurists 


and citizens who have noticed how very 
long it requires as a rule to determine 
the final settlement of law matters. 
Much of the trouble lies in the right oi 
appeal, which lies everywhere in all of 
our courts, and even when decisions are 
rendered in the highest courts, as our 
supreme courts both state and national, 
it is by no means certain the'decision is 
definite. There are rehearing^, carrying 
along the case by petition onverror, and 
other devices well^known to nil lawyers, 
so" that often a decision is •hot a" decis- 
ion. But it is proposed to make a start 
to remedy one great source, ol'trouble, 
this being in the right of appeal. 


The Illinois' state bar association at 


their annual convention held not long 
since are,reported to hare adopted reso- 
hitions requesting or petitioning the BIV 
pruiae court to adopt a change of sys- 


bem upon which ithe convention; passed 
favorably. Tbis'change of sj[%te$ni'if'io 
nave enacted laws repealing''^ the laws 
that now permit-, the granting: of appeals 
from the'circm.t; the eovulty^and the" pro- 
bate courts.'-" The exceptions are to be 
confined solely to" criminal casis, cases 
in wliicli franchises are involved and: 
cases wherein real' estate titles are con- 
cerned, or the'validity, of A statute. This 
would if carried out result in an im- 
provement, bul the'cases in which grow 
out the largest number of appeals are 
the very ones excepted from operation. 
Perhaps a reform might be accomplished 
to the purpose by naming the one court 
in which certain cases shall be brought 
and making such the court of final juris- 
diction.

PROTECTING AMERICAS* ABROAD.' 
.... Americans in these days are refreshed1 
when they read of American war vessels: 
ready at a -moment's notice to protect' 
the interest of American citizens no maf 
$er.;'what part of the world they are! 
in. When word was received over the 
wires that President Roosevelt had in- 
formed the Chinese authorities that this 
country claimed the "right«to send our 
war,vessels to any port of theirs, and, to 
further pursue their way on any of the 
navigable inland waters of the empire, 
every American citizen felt a thrill of 
pride. The object of 'this official notifica- 
tion is not to attain' more power at all, 
nor to secure more irifliienee in the inter- 
nal affairs of the Chinese empire, but to 
protect Our citizens 110 - matter Vhere 
they may be, as the official wording stat- 
ed "Wherever Americans may be and 
where by treaty wfihJChina they are au- 
thorized to engage 'in business or re- 
side for the purpose of spreading the 
gospel." 


President Roosevelt has put in this 


notification taking China at its word. 
That is, wherever Americans arc admit- 
ted by Virtue of treaty, -at every such 
•place, their interests will be protected 
by-American force of arms, if China neg- 
lects to protect them if .attacked or 
threatened. This naturally would riot 
alone apply to China, it must apply to' 
•the world. 


.,•,;.AND IN JfE-W YORK SUBWAYS. . 
[The foolishness with which some muni- 
cipal authorities do business is illustrat- 
ed in-tho operations of the New York 
•authorities in the building of the city 
-subways. 
Though inijes <jnd miles of 


:tlic; subways are perfectly ready for the 
running of the traction cars the city re- 
fuses to allow-'any communications al- 
though up to Eighty-sixth street cars 
could be run for the satisfaction of citi- 
zens and that at the same time would 
serve to give a very practical trial of the 
system. But beyond a trip through the 
really magnificent subway to look at for 
inspection purposes., no communications 
have been had. Yet considering alt this 
and realizing,a subway costing $40,000,- 
000 remains silent, it is proposed to go 
on and spend. $100,000,000 in additional 
subways before putting to a practical 
test that already completed. Were this 
subway being constructed by private cap- 
ital, cars would have commenced run- 
ning for actual business when connection 
had been opened between the first two 
stations. 


PROFESSOR 1COCJH DISPUTED. 
The theory of Professor Koch .that 


animal tuberculoses could not be eoninii!- 
nicated to man was not particularly co- 
operated with at the time by the medi- 
cal fraternity and was in fact promptly 
denied by more than 
one prominent 


name. Later on some experiments made 
did not, confirm the statements of the 
professor, and to determine the disput- 
ed point a royal commission was ap- 
pointed in the fall of 1001-by the Eng- 
lish government which was charged with 
the duty of inquiring into to,o relations 
and conditions affecting nnimal and man. 
This commission has reported that such 
relations exist between man and animal' 
and disease can be communicated from 
one to the other; that tuberculosis; ma- 
terial of either animal or of man, is iden- 
tical in all features ns well as in tfie his- 
tological details. These views will nat- 
m-ally again bring forward the asser- 
tion that from the millc of animals can 
be comnunuea'ted to roan the dread tu- 
berculosis when the animals are affected 
with disease.

The United States -supreme iioiirt up- 


holding the validity of the oleomargarine 
law leaves no loophole through which, 
the manufactiners' of liutlorine can es- 
cape. But with .all the 'protection of,- the 


law the real one concerned, the consum- 
er; still has not the least protection. 
The buyer probably lias but" not the con- 
sumer.'Until the law commands every 
person buying -butterine or .oleomargar*' 
ine to put up a sign-'on "the wall upon, 
every occasion-this product is placed on 
the table, there .will be in fact no pro- 
tection* at" all. The law now simply en- 
ables the buyer to protect himself, or 
herself against paying for butterine what 
might likely be asked for "dairy butter, 
it does not in tfie least enable the con- 
sumer to be so forewarned.

County Board Reverses Its Ac- 


tion ot Throwing Out Those 


ot Chandler & Parks. 


CHANGES SUBMITTED 


DECEEASiNG ESTIMATE 


Two Wings to be Cnt ()K and Other 


Alterations Mai'e—No Conven- 


tions Hereafter in the 


Court House. 


When the county board went into ses- 


sion at 8:45 o'clock this morning they 
administered a solar plexus blow to the 
action of yesterday afternoon, that of 
rejecting the Chandler & Park plans, the 
bids and ordering new plans. They per- 
mitteii Architect Chandler 
to address 


the board with reference to modifica- 
tions. The architect said that he could 
cut out the north and 
south 
wings, 


which would reduce the cost §13,000; 
then he could cut out one boiler; put on 
another kind of slate roof at a reduction 
of .$500; changes in the cold storage; 
bay windows could be c'ut out ami the 
cost there reduced $IH)0 and there were 
a large number of other modifications, 
whereby Mr. Chandler declared, the cost 
could be cut down to $00, using the bid 
of James Corse us a, basis for figuring. 
With these 
changes 
the 
institution 


would accommodate 1~5 patients anJ the 
wings cut off could be added any time 
the board wanted them. Without these 
wings they would have the best asylum 
building in the state. He could have 
this modified plan (ready ,tp go before 
the state board of control by tomorrow 
and the plans ready for bids in ten days. 


LIMIT COST TO $100,000. 


After 
a great deal of talking the 


board accepted or adopted the modified 
plans, with the amendment that' two 
wings be cut oil', either the north and 
south or cast and west wings, but Mr. 
Chandler was given to understand that 
the cost must not go over $100,000, that 
the county of Racine would never be 
willing to erect uo asylum at a greater 
figure. 


Explanations were made to the board 


that if entire new plans were made it 
woulcf take from six weeks to a couple 
of months to get bids and endanger the 
asylum from being built this year. 


During the course of the argument 


Supervisor .Spriggs was of the opinion 
that the changes would hot make any 
difference in the cost, for the reason 
they would not be getting as good a 
building as Kau Claire and other coun- 
ties. 


Supervisor 
Ziminernmnn 
explained 


that if the building cost $00,000, there 
would have to be expended^ijilO^OO for 
furnishing and before it was completed 
it would cost $125,000 and that was as 
much as the people would be willing to 
stand. 


Supervisor Barr moved that the modi- 


fied plans nnd specifications of Chandler 
& Parks, with wings cut out and other 
omissions, be submitted to 
the state 


board of control, that as soon as approv- 
ed the county clerk advertise for bids. 


FIXAL ACTION TAKEX. 


Then there was'nii impromptu recess, 


and when the board came to order Su- 
pervisor Barr offered a resolution, in 
effect, that the board accept the modi- 
lied plans and specifications prepared by 
Chandler & Park, with the. north and 
south -wings omitted, subject to the ap- 
proval of the state board 
of control, 


then the county clerk be authorized to 
advertise for bids, so that the next meet- 
ing of the county board could act in let- 
ting the contract. 


Some members of the board thought 


it would be well to cut out -the east and 
west wings, instead of north and south. 
The resolution was amended so as to 
make it two wings, the architect to de- 
tide. 


RAILWAY COMPANY THAXKED. 
A resolution was ottered by Supervis- 


or Barr and adopted, thanking the Clii- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Piuil 
Railway 


company for running a special train to 
and from Clatlift" station, on the night 
the 
asylum burned, bringing the pa- 


tients to this city. The railway com- 
pany sent a letter to the county stating 
that the train was run complimentary. 
The resolution was adopted and'a copy 
•will be sent to the-railway company. 


HAVJ-: AX ITCH PATIENT. 


The county has a man on its hands, 


dependent, who is suffering 
with 
the- 


seven year itch. This man lives at Un- 
ion Grove, lie has been in the county 
house, but cannot be kept there for fear 
he will give the other patients the dis- 
ease. Chairman Shenkeuberg said one 
of the county agents Wantod to know 
what to do with the -patient. Sugges- 
tions were made that lie be placed in 
the Kacinc county pest house, south of 
tlie city and a man hired.to take care 
of him. After much talk tlie whole mat- 
tor was left to Conxrty Agent Myers to 
act as he deemed best. 


XO MORE ilEIiTIXGS. 


Hereafter 
no more conventions

tween the canines of Architect Chandler 
and Coroner Hoyle.

discussion continued. 


Supervisor Barr moved that hereafter 


the court room Ije reserved for court 
purposes, and then added, for coxinty 
purposes. 


There was a wide difference of opin- 


ion as to whether the county 
board 


could deprive the public from meeting 
in a public building and Supervisor Zim- 
mermann called attention to 
county 


conventions being held in court liouses 
of other cities and that it was through 
courtesy of the city of Bacine that the 
county convention of Racine was held in 
the city .hall. 


The motion that the room be used ex-

This action was definitely agreed upon 


without an. animated discussion, The 
afternoon session of the board was .call- 
ed to order at 3:10 o'clock. The build- 
ing committee had looked over the var- 
ious bids and submitted them to the 
board. Chairman Shenkenberg stated 
to the board that the committee wished 
to report that bids were a great deal 
higher than was expected. There was 
also submitted to the board a number 
of modifications in the proposed build- 
ing, a great deal of brick work, stone 
work, portions of heating, .plumbing and 
electrical work being cut out, with a 
view of cutting down the cost to at 
least $100,000 for the building complete. 


TO 'REJECT ALL BIDS. 


The chairman said it was proposed to 


hold the checks of bidders until they 
could bid on the building with modigca- 
tions.

struction of the Racine, county asylum 
lor the insane it was the intention o£ 
the architect and the building committee 
that nil manufacturers and dealers in 
material of equal merit should have an 
C'ljuul chance to compete for the sale of 
such material. After the specifications 
were completed and sent out it was dis- 
covered that the words "or goods of 
equal quality and merit will be consid- 
ered" was unintentionally 
left out. 


Therefore 
be it 


Resolved, That where certain goods, 


• irares and material arc mentioned by 
name, number, letters, or other designa- 
tions, that goods, ware and material ol 
equal merit made by other persons or 
firms may be considered in competition, 
the architect and building committee to 
be the judge of the quality and merits 
of such goods, wares and materials when 
so offered. 


The measure was adopted.' 
Then Supervisor Spriggs moved that 


the board go into a committee of the 
whole and the members filed over to the 
office of Judge Heck. 


GREAT VARIANCE SHOWN. 


For more than two hours the board 


members discussed 
the 
situation. It 


was the universal opinion that the bids 
were too high. It was shown that the 
estimate made."by the 
architects -was 


$88,000, while the lowest bid was about 
$127,000 and the highest $154,000. This 
was way beyond what the county ex- 
pected and the majority of the board 
did not object to a structure to cost 
$100,000. The belief prevailed that if 
the bids were up to $127,000 the build- 
ing when complete and turned over to 
the county would cost $100,000. 


MUST BE OPEN'TO ALL. 


A lengthy discussion ensued in re- 


gard to those who .had. submitted bids 
on the -building to 1mve them re-bid on 
this structure with 
modifications pre- 


sented, but it was held that this prac- 
tically meant a new building arid that 
the bidding could not be confined to the 
few men who had bid, but must be open 
to every one, and then again the. resolu 
itiou offered by Supervisor liju-jggs allow- 


ed that the' sjieciflcations were -faulty, 
confining the contractors or bidders to 
Certain goods,, with, no' ch'nnce to ask 
competition.

NOT TO COST OVER $90,000. 


The proposed new plans will call^for 
structure not to cost over $90,000; to 


lold 170 or more patients; that the 
ilans when complete, be submitted to 
the state board of control; then to the 
county board. When adopted the coun- 
ty clerk or building committee will ad-' 
vertise for bids. Just how long this 
will take is problematical, but it will re- 
quire several weeks' time and it looks 
as if there would be no new asylum this 
,'ear. 


Some of the nrclutects of the city are 


complaining because they are not to 
lav-c an opportunity to again compete, 
rat the. board members claim that; the 
agreement with Chandler & Park .is tho,t 
f the plans were not satisfactory they 
were to make new ones.

The public health and marine hospital 


service at the present time ' has com. 
missioned officer? stationed at the ports 
of Manila, Ctbu, lloilo, Jclo, an 


veles. facilities exist at all fhese port's 
for treating' infected vessels. Should a 
ship hare a contagions disease develop 
on board at any place in,the Islands, it. 
could, within a few hours react one of 
the ports mentioned above and receive 
appropriate treatment. 


It is declared there are many oppor-. 


tunities for producing cotton in the Is- 
lands, primitive methods only being em- 
ployed now. None whatever is exported 
now, and the amount produced is un- 
known. 
- In regard to health" conditions, cholera, 
small pox and the plague have been prac- 
tically eliminated. 


Plague lias never reached the provin- 


ces since American occupation except at 
the port of Cebu. Drastic measures were 
instituted and the disease promptly era- 
dicated.' 


The provincial health reports 'show 


practically no Cholera, and, within the 
next few months, it is confidently ex- 
pected that this disease will become ex- 
tinct. 


It is confidently expected that when 


proper and adequate facilities are insti- 
tuted in the mountain regions, together 
With the use of the various mineral wa- 
ters in, which the Islands abound, there 
w.ill; be no occasion for those enervated 
from the effects of the low country or 
depreciated in. health from any cause, 
to -visit Japan or return to the United 
States, but just as the people in the 
states leave the sea shore and low coun- 
try anil go to the mountains during the 
hot mouths, the American and Foreign 
population in Manila and other' cities 
situated at son level, may likewise go to 
the mountain resorts in the Philippines, 
and there receive the ozoiie and brace 
so necessary to white races living in cli- 
mates devoid of marked 
temperature 


chafes.

gnrd to results. I will admit that'in 
•ome instances this is absolutely nec- 
essary, as in the case of, the butter- 
maker who receives a large amount, 
peMiaps nearly all hand separator 
cream. 
At the majority of our fac- 


tories, however, a small amount of the 
raw material is cream, and in such 
cases It is quite possible to keep the 
hand separator and factory cream sep- 
arate until the latter Is ripened by the 
aid of a good starter. Cool the band 
separator cream if sour down as low 
113 possible and keep it in a tank or 
other receptacle until the cream from 
iSe factory machine Is ripened and 
copied to churning temperature, and 
t«en the two products may be mixed 
together. The ripening process should 
ie so conducted that the 
different 


batches of cream may be mixed togeth- 
er the evening of the same day they 
are received at the creamery.

Journal. The dairynien can feel^conr 
tented In the knowledge that the mem- 
bers of Wall street have very few, if

The price of meat dhcl oftentimes the 
different grains is said to be controlled 
by a few men, but butter goes on an 
open, uncontrolled, 'competitive' mar- 
ket, which is being guarded against 
unjust and fraudulent .competition by 
our zealous coworkers in the National 
Dairy union. The signs of hard times 
as predicted by some men are in some 
ways encouraging to dairymen. Iu the 
words of one of'our loyal Iowa dairy- 
men, "Hard times make fanners milk 
more cows." 


Effect of Air'on Cream. 


Professor Lezej a noted dairy expert 


•f France, makes the following state- 
ment regarding the effect of air on 
cream and its relation to flavor in but- 
ter:-"It is easy to prove that air is det- 
rimental, for the superior, or first, lay- 
ers of cream, those exposed' to the air, 
have always a disagreeable flavor, and 
they are rejected in consequence. Fi- 
nally we mny point out that the most 
epparent and genuine superiority of 
cream raised spontaneously over cream 
mechanically separated is especially 
found in this absolute want of mixture 
with air when the cream rises by gravi- 
tation. It is also interesting, to show 
that if we add to cream certain fer- 
ments free from oxygen'the quality is 
inueh Improved. "We insist upon these 
new ideas as of the highest practical 
Importance." 


June Condition* In tlie Stable. 
Dairy stables can be made to sub- 


stantially give June conditions, and 
these essentials are light, warmth, air 
and succulent food. That is all a cow 
gets in June, says John Gould in Stock- 
man and Farmer. First make the sta- 
ble close, so as to exclude the common 
ingress of outside air; make the cell- 
ing overhead so that the air as warm- 
ed by Ihe bodies of the cows is retained 
in the stabie and not diffused into 
space. Put in plenty of windows, so 


• ns to get the sunshine into the stables. 
If you are afraid of the loss of heat.at 
night, put some shade on for nights. 
Have n clean floor of. some kind. Ce- 
.ment with roughened surface to pre- 
vent slipping makes a floor that can 
be kept clean and dry, and such a flopr, 
/with' the aid of the sunlight, Is never 
foul, redolent with ferments or a crea- 
tor of noxious gases. With good bed- 
ding, absorbents in the gutter and a 
nitrogen catcher like'plaster, South 
Carolina rock or even road dust for the 
gutter, the smells of a stable are pre- 
vented.

A toothsome .arid nutritious article of 


food'is made fronr sour skim milk "or 
buttermilk 'by allowing the casein to 
coagulate by the action of acid'a'lready 
naturally formed and then expelling 
the water by the aid of heat. A cop- 
.siderable number of products locally 
distinct and different in the degree of 
dryness of the curd are made In this 
way. 
The general process of manu- 


facture, according to the United States 
farmers' bulletin No. 166, is to 'take 
sour buttermilk or skimmed milk 
which has coagulated, heat it gently 
from 85 to 125 degrees F., accord- 
ing to circumstances, and drain off 
the whey through a cloth strainer. 
Then reduce the texture of the result- 
ing curd by kneading with the hands 
or a pestle; salt is added, and the 
product is improved by the addition 
of a small quantity of cream or butter. 
Some persons consider It an improve 
meat to season by the use of oae of the 
more common spices, as nutmeg, cara 
way, 
etc. It is largely made only for 


domestic consumption, but in most 
cities and villages, especially during 
the summer months, there is a consid- 
erable demand for fresh cheese of this 
sort, and its. manufacture is .often a 
source of revenue to factories suitably 
located. It is usually sold and eaten 
in a fresh state, but it may be subject- 
ed to certain processes which quite 
materially change its character and 
which vary widely. in different locali- 
ties. This simple kind of cheese is also 
called Dutch cheese, cottage cheese and 
smearcase.

Cheese makers appear to be in greal 


demnnil at present. The University of 
Wisconsin dairy school. is constantly 
receiving applications from manufac- 
turers for first class makers;'-Professor 
Farrington, in speaking of this; recent 
ly said: "There seems to be an urir 
usually large demand for butter mak- 
ers and cheese makers this year, 
Nearly all cheese, factories la Wiscon- 
sin are now in operation and the dairy 
school has been receiving requests for 
cheese makers in nearly every mail.

teria In milk multiplied fivefold In 
twenty-four hours when the tempera- 
ture wag 50 degrees F. and 750 fold In 
the same time when the temperature 
was 70 degrees.- t 
'Milk kept at 95 degrees curdled la 
eighteen hours, at 70 degrees In forty- 
eight hours and at 50 degrees In 148 
hours." So -far as the keep big property 
of milk Is concerned, tow temperature 
is considered of more Importance than 
cleanliness.

In milk kept at 95 degrees the species 


developing most 'rapidly 3s the undesir- 
able- one known as -bacillus lactis aero- 
genes. 


At a temperature of *"!& degrees this 


species develops relatively less rapidly 
in the majority of cases than bacillus 
lactis acidi, which latter is very desira- 
blo in both cream and cheese ripening. 


The bacteria in milk kept at 50 de- 


grees increase slowly, and. later consist 
of 'Very few lactic organisms, but of 
miscellaneous types, Including many 
forms that render the milk unwliole- 
some. 


These bacteria continue to grow slow- 


ly day after day, but the milk keeps 
sweet, because the liictic organisms do 
not develop abundantly. 


Such inilk in the course of time be- 


comes far more unwholesome than spur 
milk, since it ia filled with organisms 
that tend to produce putrefaction.

CARE OF CALVES. 


ll»w ike Man fTao Knows Whkt *• 


Do «nd Jtofm It Make* Montr. ^ 
One erf the most serious faults of the 


average American fanner Is his lack of 
knowledge and determined purpose ID 
ihe care^o* young stock. We judge 
of a man's understanding of any ques- 
tion by the way he does his work. Look 
over the calves at three, six or twelve 
months of age'in nine out of ten of onr 
American farms. Note'their unthrifty, 
scrawny, ill fed looks,* and then judge 
what must be the real, knowledge, of 
calf raisinff possessed by'thelr owners. 
Some "will say that the owners at 
these calves do not do half as well as 
they know.' In our opinion that Is not 
the fact. The real difficulty Is that 
they do not half know what they ought 
to know about these'things and conse- 
quently their work is_ half done. They 
have never, resolutely" set themselves to 
work to study what it means to rear a 
cali well.. When a man is thoroughly 
saturated with the knowledge of a 
thing it holds him up to better work. 


In March last two^men came into 


this neighborhood looking for grade 
dairy calves, says a correspondent of 
Hoard's Dairyman. 
They were men 


who knew what they'wanted. They 
purchased eeven grade Guernsey heif- 
ers, dropped last fall, of one mau and 
paid him an average of $24.28 for the 
lot.: "At the Same time they said they 
could purchase calves of the same 
breeding and age of neighboring farm- 
ers for from $10 to $15 apiece. 


What made this difference In price? 


Simply the ,way the 'calves were 
handled. The seven calves were han- 
dled as follows: 
. 


1. They were kept dry and clean 


with plenty of fresh dry bedding every 
day and their quarters were "kept well 
disinfected. 


2. They were fed skim milk, fresh 


from the separator, after the flrst ten 
days, with a little ground flniseed and 
bl'op,d 'mea'l added. 
;,'\V|ieh. the milk was, fed they.were 
puQit stanchions and the milk" set be- 
fore, ^hem .'to !poila. Afterward they 
itpere jgiveii a small feed of bats, fol- 
lowed' by alfalfa hay.

A^soon as they,were through eaJUng 
tti^ir oats they were.:iet out o£ ,the 
stanchions* and. ran together loose in 
tbft compartment. They were led milk

but not fnt. They consumed apiece ip 
the six months they were kept "about 
3,500 pounds of skim milk, $1 worth of 
oats, $2 worth of alfalfa hay and flax- 
seed meal and 50 cents' worth of blood 
meal..

The water 
was^too- deep to think of fishing out the 
jug and it was allowed to remain where 
it fell. Recently the well was cleaned 
out and the Jug was found. In order 
to see what was the condition of the 
milk the Jug was uncorked and the 
milk was tasted. It was found'to be 
just as good as It was the day it fell 
Into the well, so It ts declared. 


The man who vouches for the story 


says it proves conclusively that if milk 
can be kept at a uniform temperature 
below a certain degree It will last In- 
definitely.
